Miss Foster was on the Milwaukee 
train Munday, when Lewis Felz was 
suddenly taken insane and in the gen­ 
eral melee that followed his attempt 
to kill the trainmen, Miss Foster was 
seriously cut about the head and arms 
by the man. 
Miss Foster’s case was not consid­ 


ered serious and she proceeded on her 
trip, but soon after her arrival at J e f ­ 
ferson the wounds grew worse until 
at last blood poisoning set in and it 
was thought best to send fpr 
her 
mother who left today for Jefferson. 
W hile it was not stated in the tele­ 
gram just how serious the condition 
of M^ss Foster is, it is thought that 
the sending for her mother warrants 
the belief that she is in a serious con­ 
dition.

IN COOKING MEAT. 


t u r f Should Be T a k e n to Preserve 
the Juieen. 
Except for soup stock, meat should 
be cooked in a w ay to preserve its 
juices. 
In the first few minutes of 
boiling it should be subjected to a 
temperatitre higher than bolling point, 
so that a crust will form ami keep In 
the 
Juices. 
Then 
the 
temperature 
should be lowered and the meat merely 
simmered till done. 
In roasting and broiling tile same 
principle is followed. 
The meat is put 
directly into an extremely hot oven or 
over the flames a n d .allowed to become 
seared over tile surface, after whjeh 
the temperature is lowered. 
For soup stock meat should be put 
into cold stock or w ater and gradually 
brought to the lx>iling point in order 
that the juices may flow from it, add­ 
ing strength to the stock. 
When roasting beef some housewives 
to give It flavor rub the surface with 
an onion or place an onion on top of It. 
A certain housewife who prepares 
delicious roasts says that she never 
bastes her m eat w ith water, but uses 
the drippings instead.

T a k e the opposite for your cloth and 
throw it over the other line, facing 
the first line, and pin it in the same 
manner. 
This will form a sort of bag 
and will prevent to a considerable ex­ 
tent the wild blowing of the tablecloth 
in w indy weather. 
A fter the table linen is thoroughly 
dried remove it from

How to effect a reduction in the 
enormous amount of undeliverable let­ 
ters and packages which are being re­ 
ceived by the dead letter office is a 
matter to which Assistant Postmaster 
General DeGraw has been giving much 
attention since that division was plac­ 
ed within his jurisdiction, says a dis­ 
patch from Washington. 
Over 11,000,000 pieces of undelivered 
mail were handled by the division last 
year, and the average number received 
each day is now between 30,000 and 
35,000. 
Mr. DeGraw believes that this 
number is 
excessive 
and 
could be 
greatly reduced by the use of ordinary 
care by patrons of the postal service. 
Not only are the writers and ad­ 
dressees put to great inconvenience 
and trouble by the non-delivery of 
their mail, but the pecuniary loss is 
considerable, as 
during the present 
month alone over two thousand dol­ 
lars for which 
no owner could 
be 
found, was turned into the federal 
treasury. 
Unfortunately, the greater 
part of the monetary loss falls upon 
persons who are most in need 
of 
funds. 
Failure on the part of writers to 
place their addresses on letters and 
packages is the principal cause of the 
losses. 
Mail matter bearing tile re* 
turn address of the writer is not sent 
to the dead letter office, but returned 
directly to the sender in case of non­ 
delivery, and it is by giving the widest 
publicity to the neglect of the writers 
to observe this simple precaution that 
Mr. DeGraw hopes 
to 
accomplish 
something’ towards the general adop­ 
tion of the plan by the people. 
The postoffice department is now 
sending out 
cards upon which are 
printed the form of address to be used 
in mailing letters, postal cards, etc., 
suggesting that card addresses of the 
writer be placed in the left upper cor­ 
ner of the envelope. 
One of these 
cards is being inclosed in each dead 
letter returned to the writer. 
Good 
results are expected through this me­ 


dium, but of course only a portion of 
the people can be reached in that way. 
Many letters have been received at 
the postoffice department fr«^n post* 
masters in different parts of ifie coun­ 
try, containing assurances #of co-op­ 
eration in efforts to prevent losses of 
mail matter. 
Various methods have 
been 
suggested 
by postmasters 
by 
which the number of undelivered let­ 
ters could be reduced, including the 
advertising of unclaimed matter, the 
giving out of information as to the 
proper method of addressing letters 
by postmasters to their local news­ 
papers. and the charging of double 
postage on all matter deposited in the 
mails without 
the 
return 
address 
thereon. 
Some of the newspapers which have 
the benefit of free county circulation 
through the mails print notices of let* 
ters uncalled for as news items. 
T he 
sending out of cards of instruction by 
the dead letter office, and the dissem­ 
ination by postmasters through the 
local newspapers of information as to 
the proper method of addressing mail, 
are ^he best remedies thus far sug­ 
gested. 
Postmasters are encouraged 
in giving information to the news­ 
papers as suggested, and newspapers 
have the thanks of the postoffice de­ 
partment for the manner in which they 
are co-operating in the effort to bring 
about this much-needed reform.
